My Loyal Subjects being unable to defend

That did promiſcuouſly cut off my Frieadsand 
Foes; but This I tan order {o as to make jr. fall 
upon the latter : god after all; if I cangat;.as 
Nero did with the Chriſtians, faſten rhe Plot

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HE Meſſenger is enough to procure 
Acceptance to the Meflage ; for who 

can deny the Requeſt of ſuch a beautiful 
Princeſs, though ſhe were not my Siſter ? 
The Meſlage of it ſelf is very acceptable, 
though infinitely full of hazardous Intrigne- 
It will refle& upon my Honour to break that 
of which I was in a manner the Aus 

thor, and invited all the Princes of Europe t0 
join in-it. - It's true, I am-pretty well ac+ 
cultoned to breaking of Compatts; fo rhat 
this will not be my firſt Eflay ::and though 
others may not ooly hate but coatemn me for 
it, yer this SatisfaQtion I ſhall certainly reap 
from it, that thereby I outwit ſo many Sovye« 
K 2 reign 
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reign Princes, whereas hitherto I have only 
deceived my own Subjefts. Though this 
League be made wirbt more honourable Per- 
ſons, yet it was far from being ſo ſolemn as 
the Scots League and Covenant : {6 that as 
ro what concerns Conſcience, I may as well 
do the leſs as the greater 5 and inchis I have 
an Advantage which I wanted in thar, as ha- 
ving Lewis the XTV/# for a Partner in the 
Crime, if it be one: and it's pretty manifeſt 
to. all that know us; that we never inrended 
to be Slaves to our Word. 

To deftroy the Dutch and the Proteſtant 
Religion, and render my felf abſoture in Exg- 
land, are all Glorious Deſigns, but not fo eaſy 
to be pratis'd as proposd., For my Concur- 
rence in the firft Fean form plauſible Pretexts 
enough ; and if thar were:onee accompliſh, 
- {age be the more _ "ara 

pns ought to be y/ wei 

and therefore Prouſt give 2 bo > wer, 
bur not engage in a- poſirive Promiſe; yer 
ſomething I muſt ſay ro-pleaſe the Meffenger; 
in order to-obtatn my Deſires of het, which 
I muft confeſs Nature ſeems to abliof 3 bur 
heightned Paſhon will neither admit any 
Limits nor Deviel; How: happy are they in 
choſe Parts of the World where they know 
ho ſach Reſtrains as we who are called Chris 
filans do labour endet ?' thero their Laves aro 
ny pro- 
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promifcuous, without Offence, and they have 
no Reſtraint on the Appetites of Nature, bur 
fatisfy all its Deſires co the full; Then why 
ſhould I be ſcrupulous, or filk+ with Horror, 
upon ſuch a Motion of the Bleſh- as this ? 
It's only rhe Cuſtom and Teners which we 
imbibe, that make ſuch Impreffions as theſe 
upon. us. If the Nations where promiſcu+ 
ous Amours are allowed without reſtraint, 
thought it contrary to the Laws of Nature, 
or had any Qualms of Conſcience for the 
PraQtice, they would never have allowed it ; 
and therefore my Scruples muſt altogether be 
owing to my Education. The Mahumetaos / 
have no Checks of Conſcience for their Poly- 
gamy, becauſe rheir Cuſtoms and Principles 
allow it. And it was the like wick thoſe 
who were call'd the Saints of the Old Teftas 
ment. Nay, Lot enjoy't his own Daugh-+ 
ters; and Abraham his Vather's Daugh+ 
ter to Wife, The firſt, is's true, was nov 
the Efte& of Choice, bat Þ am certain the 
latter was; and if all be true that Fhave 
heard, as in truth from my own-Temper I 
have no reaſon to doubt of it, there's 
Cauſe enough to queſtion whether ſhe be noe 
ny the Daughter of my Mother, and not of 
Father, and in thay caſe I am but even 
wick Abraham : And as for my violating borky 
my owa and the Duke of Orlcance ' Concats _ 
K 3 (9 | 
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of Marriage, I may be allowed to come fo 
fat ſhort'of the Father of the Faithful, Let 
Puritans and Preciſians do what they pleaſe, 
for ay own-part I will worſhip no Deity, 
except Priepw be one; nor do I deſire any 
other Heaven than Mahomet's Paradiſe. If 
this ſhould take- air, my Phanatical SubjeQs 


would improve it _ me, and fay, that 


ſuch unhallowed Cauſes muſt needs have 
curſed Effets ; and- that Popery and Slavery 
can never be uſher'd in by any other Means 
than ſuch as violate both the Laws of Nature 
and Religion, and open the Sluce to the 
Height of Impiety. They would quickly 


' tell me that a Cuſtom of Sinning hardens the 


Conſcience; and that: fuch promiſcous A+ 
mours had no little Influence on the deſtroy- 
iog Judgments which have from time to time 
laid ſo many of the Heathen Nations deſolate, 
and particularly brought .the Sword of the 
cruel Spaniard upon the Americans: That 
the Failings of the Old-Teſtament-Saints are 
not to be Patterns for thoſe who live under the 
New: That Abraham's Wife was not his Fa- 


" ther's Daughter, but Grand-Daughter - by 


Law: And that the New Teſtament hath 
excluded all Whoremangers and Adulterers 
from the Kingdom of Heaven ; with abun- 
dance niore of ſuch Cant, which influences me 
to deny that Fattiop any peaccable Reſidence 
in 
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, 
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in my Kingdom upon Earth, -as being- mo- 
role, hs Leaven of all humane Carers 
on, andan ungrateful Check upon Jollity 
and Mirth, attributing -that tothe E of 
Religion and Divine Zeal, which is merely, 
occalioned by Phlegm and Melancholy. _ 

The bad Influence which fo near a Neigh- 
bour as the flouriſhing Republick of Holand 
may-have to animate my SubjeCts to re-at- 
tempt ſuch a Form of Goverament, will juſti- 
fy my Policy in feeking its Deſtruction. And 
the Roman Maxitn of Carthago eft delends, 
and deſtroying of thoſe who (tudy to rival us 
in our Trade and Naval Strength, will be 
taking with the Engliſh Nation: and my 
Concern in deſtroying their Religion will be 
covered, by having the French King for m 
Ally, who is a Roman Catholick by Profeſl1- 
on; ſothat that Aﬀair will be wholly aſcrib'd 


'tohim.' As to:the Propoſal of ruining the 


Proteſtant Religion -1n England, and rens 
dring my ſelf abſolute, the Reaſons of the 
Attempt are much cafier than the Means 
{ome of which: are: alſo not 1ll concerted, -as 
flattering. the -Church of England, and en- 
gaging them in a ſevere' Perſecution of the 
Difſenters, who are indeed the firmeſt Pro» 
teſtants. Then: as for the: rendring of. my 
ſelf abſolute, the DoQtrine 'of Paſhve Obedi-, 


ence hath already pav'd my way toward-ity 
K 4 amonglt 
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amongſt thoſe of the Church of Exgland : 
And on the other hand I can trick che Diffen- 
ters 4nto a Concurrence with it, by diſpen- 
fing with the Penal Laws, under which they 
mare ſo ſeverely ; ſo that they will contri- 
bute to heighten this part of my Prerogative 
for their own eaſe: and-if once I can fecure 
my ſelf in the quiet poſſeſſion of this Praftice 
of diſpenſing with Laws,the reſt of my Work 
will be the more eaſy, eſpecially if once the 
Datch were ruined, and their Countries and 
beſt Towns ſhared berwixt the French and 
me; for in that caſe my Heretical Subjefts 
can neither have Aſhiſtance from thence, nor 
Recourſe chither. And as for Scotland, the 
Epiſcopal Party there having no other Inte- 
reſt but mine; and being wholly deſtitute of 
the Peoples Favour, I am in nodanger of any 
Diſturbance from that Kingdom, now that I 
have brought the Presbyterians in that Coun- 
try follow : And that which will be no little 
ſerviceable ro my Afﬀairs, is, that the Parlia- 
ment of Scor/and have made an Att co raiſe 
me- 22000 Horſe and 'Foot to ſerve in any 
part of my Dominions, ſuch cordial Friends 
are their Epiſcopal Party to the Intereſt of 
the Crown. 

- My Siſter has not only granted me her aft 
Favours, but lefr me a very agreeable Preſent 
t nouriſh my Flames. My Brother of Fraxce 
| has 
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has hit the Mark, and if he cantinues bath 
to fill my Pusſe, and ſatisfy my Love, 85 my 
Occaſions require, he ſhall find mg'g very 
uſeful Friend. 

Bur, alas! my Pleaſures are always mix'd 
with gn Alloy of Morrification : My Siſter's 
Kindneſs to me hath been her Neath. Is 
might have been thought thas rhe Height of 
our Rank ſhauld have et us above tbe reach 
of Spies ; and that the Nearneſs of que Rela: 
tion ſhould have taken away all Cauſe of Sul- 
pician, that che Nanger of divulging rhe $- 
cret ſhould have lock'd it up in eteenal $i- 
lence; or if jt had been ocherwile, char js 
ſhould not fo readily baye obtain's Belief: 
but I am now canvinc'd of the coptrary by 
the diſmal Effe&s; and yet I muſt be cantenr, 
and lay afide all Thoughts of Revenge, left 
the thing ſhauld he laid open to the View of 
the World. I muſt henceforth take care £6 
obſerve the Maxim of living cate, ſeeing I 
cannot live cefft : and though my open Pra- — 
Ctice has declared that I am not to be bound- 
ed by. the Cuſtoms and Laws at the Coun» 
try, as tomy Love-lntrigues ; yet I myſt 
be cautious how I intreach on the Laws of 
Nature, becauſe of the general Abhorrence 
thereof which is impreG'd upon all Men. I

But if there are 
any Beings ſuperiour to Men, I think that 
the Notion of the ancient Heathens, who

under a different Name, when they have fo 

many Saints and Angels to ' whom they ad- 
dreſs themſelves, according to the Diverſity 

of their Occaſions, which does neceſſarily im- 

ply, that they believe a Plurality of Omnips- 

rent and Omniſcieat Beings. Then ſecing 
the Caſe is thus, it cannot be-amils for me, 
that, in imitation 'of their Example, I be- 
take my ſelf to Patrons ſutable ro my preſent 

Neceffities: And it being Priapws and Venus 

whoſe Aſſiſtance I do moſt ſtand in need of, 


it's reaſonable that I ſhoyld make Application 
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to them both conjunQly, but chiefly tothe 
firſt. Nor can I fee why it ſhould be culpa- 
ble in me to make UE ro them in my 
Proſperity, ſeeing my Father is ſaid to have 
made uſe of a Prayer taken from an amorous 
Romance, in the Height of his Adverſity, 
though it had been conſecrated before-hand to 
an rm: And —_ he whom 
Chriſtians upon as wry one 


hath commanded us in his Word to zncresſe 
and wwltiply, without any manner of Re- 
ſtriftion, 1t ought not to be offcealive to them — 
if T obey him in this Particular. 


But thow," O Priapus ! ſeeing the Female De- /\ 
ity. Venus hath caſt « favourable Aſpett towards 
me, as Monarch of the Britains, who are the 
lineal Deſcendants of her beloved Trojans, inſo- 
much that the fair Sex have hitherto received 
my Addreſſes very kindly, as becomes thoſe who 
would be obſequious to that beautiful Goddeſs ; 
be not thos leſs ' propitious to' me than ſhe, but 
alift me to the atmoſt of thy Power, that 1 may 
be capable of 4 grateful Retribution to the fair 
Nymphs who bleſs me with their Favours.

- Attempts of fallowing French Coun- 
(els, raifipga Standing Army, bribing Parlia- 
ment-mien, ' and contriving Oaths ro {wear 
the Peaple into Arbitrary Government, 1 
muft ery fome new Methods, and endeavour 
0 carry On = Defigas by Shadow of Law : 
for which: end/'it is neceſſary that I make a 
Reform amongſt my Judges, and inftead of 
granting their. Commiſſion ad vitam cut 4d 
culpam, will make them hold rhem by a new 
Tenure of darazte beneplacito, by which they 
will be bound to their good Behaviour, and 
not dare to: diſoblige me, bur give our my 
Will as the Oracles: of the. Law, aadthen I 
can effe& that by a Shadow of Juſtice which

FT T's ſome Comfort tobave Fellows ,though 
it be but in Affliction, The French King 

who hath far a long time been on the top of 
the Wheel, is allo liable ro be turn'd down- 
ward, haviog lately receiv'd a conſiderable 
Check by the Defeat at Mons. This is a ſen- 
lible Diana of his..Glory : | But though 
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at another time it would -have been a joyful 
Hearing to the Kg of England, it is not {0 
to me now, becauſe it's a conſiderable Balk 
to our common Deſign. There is alſo this 
morrifying Circumſtance in it, that the Lau- 
rels which are pulled off from his Head, are 
planted on that of the Prince of Oraxge; 
who, though my Nephew both by Birth and 
Marriage, /yet I cannot cordially love him, 
becauſe he purſues Meaſures fo cont to 
mine.

brace down-right Popery. The Milſcartiage 
of the Father may very well ſerve as a Watn- 
ing tothe Son : He fell in an Artempt leſs 
obnoxious; and I have nao great tealon to 
hope for better Succeſs in one which is more 
diſplealing. The People are very well fatisfi- 
ed with as much of Popery as Queen Elizs- 
beth left; and whoever deſigns to introduce

By Dr. Oates's Treachery to the Catholicks, 
with whom he was engaged, it's eaſy to ob» 
ſerve, that Conſpiracies.are dangerous, and 
that all Men are not to be intruſted with Se- 
crets of State; for let Ecclefiaſticks of all 
Perſwaſions inculcate the binding Force of 
Oaths as much as ever they pleaſe, yet when 
it comes to their own turn, they break or ob- 
ſerve them accordiog as their Intereſt direfts. 
The Danger of Conſpiracies may be further 
obſerved*trom Coleman's Condutt ; Princes 
had.need tobe well aſſured of the Fidelity of 
thole whom they intruſt with their Secrets.

HE Diſcourſe we had the other Day, 
I hope ſatisfied you in the main, that 
Chriſt can have but one Church here 
upon Earth ; and I believe thar it is as viſible 
as that the Scripture is in print, That none 
can be that Church, but that, which is called 
the Roman Catholick Church. IT think you 
need not trouble your felt with entring into 
that Ocean of particular Diſputes, when the 
main, and, in truth, the only Queſtion is, 
Where that Church is, which we profeſs ro 
believe in the two Creeds ? We declare there - 
| to believe one Catholick and Apoſtolick Chareh, 
and it is nor left troevery phbantaftical Man's

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Church to whom Chriſt left-the Power upon 
Earth to govern us in Matters of Faith, who 
made theſe Creeds for our DireQtions, It 
were a very. irrational thing to make Laws 
for a Country, and leave it ro the Inhabi- 
tants to be the Interpreters and Judges of 
thoſe Laws; for then every Man will be his 
own Judg, and, by conſequence no ſuch thing 
as either Right or Wrong, Can we therefore 
ſuppoſe that God Almighty would leave us at 
thole Uncertainties, as to give us a Rule to 
go by, and to leave every Man to be his own 
Judg? Ido ask any ingenuous Man, whither 
it be not the ſame thing to follow our own 
Fancy, or to interpret the Scripture by it? I 
would have any Man ſhew me, where the 
Power of deciding Matters of Faith is given 
toevery particular Man. Chriſt left his Pow- 
er to his Church even to forgive Sins in Hea- 
ven, and lefr his Spirit with them, which 
they exerciſed after his ReſurreQtion: Firſt 
by-his Apoſtles in theſe Creeds, and many 
Years afrer by the Council at Nzce, where 
that Creed was made that: is called by that 
Name ; and by the Power which they had re- 
received from Chriſt, they were the Judges 
even'of the Scripture it {ſelf many Years after 
the Apoltles, which Books were Canonical 
and which were not. And if they had this 
Power then, I defire to. know how they 
came 
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came to loſe it, and by what Authority Men 
ſeparate themfetlves from rhat-Church?- The 
only Pretence I ever heard. of, was, becauſe 
the F—_ has fail'd in wreſting _ inter- 
pretang Scripture contrary 40. the-true 
Senſe and Meaning of it, . and that they have 
impoſed Articles of Faith upon us, which 
are not to be warranted. by God's Ward.

Every Man thinks himſelf as competent a 
Judg of the Icripeures as the very Apoſtles 
themſelves ; and ris no wonder that it ſhould 
be ſo, ſince that part of the Nation which 
looks moſt like a Church, dares nor bring 
the crue Arguments againſt the other Sets, 
for fear they ſhould be turned againſt them- 
ſelves, and confured by their own Argu- 
ments, The Church of Exglaxd (as 'tis 
calld) would fain have it thought, that they 
are the Judges in Matters Spiritual, and yet 
dare not ſay poſitively that there is no Appeal 
from them 3 for either they muſt ſay, that 
they are Infallible, (which they cannot pre- 
tend to) or confeſs that what they decide.in 
Matters of Conſcience, is no further to be 
followed, than it agrees with every Man's 
private Judgmeqnr.-» If Chriſt did leave a 
Church here upon Earth, and we were all 
once .of that Church, how, and by what 
' Authority , did we ſeparate from that 
Church ? If the Power of interpreting of 
Scripture be in every Man's Brain, what need 
have we of 8 Church or Church-men? To 

| w hat 
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what purpoſe then did our Saviour, after he 
had given' his Apoſtles Power to Bind aud 
Looſe in Heaven and Earth, add to it, that he 
would be with them even to the end of the World? 
Theſe Words were not ſpoken Parabolically, 
or by wa of Figure. Chriſt was then aſcend- 
ing into his Glory, and left his Power with 
his Church, even to the End of the World. 
We have had theſe hundred Years paſt, the 
ſad Effets of denying to the Church that 
Power in Matters Spiritual, without ag Ap- 
peal, What Country can ſubliſt in Peace or 
Quiet, where there is not a Supream Judg 
from whence there can be no Appeal? Can 
there be any Juſtice done where the Offenders 
are their own Judges, and equal Interpreters 
of the Law, with thoſe that are appointed to 
adminiſter Juſtice * This is our Caſe here in 
England in Matters Spiritual; for the Prote- 
ſtants are 'not of the Church of England; as 
*ris the true Church from whence there can 
be no Appeal ; but becauſe the Diſcipline-of 
that Church is conformable at the preſent :to 
their Fancies 3 which as ſoon as it fhall con- 
tradict or vary from, they are ready to im» 
brace or join with the next Congregation of 
People, whoſe Diſcipline and Worſhip agrees 
with their Opinion at thar time : fo char ac- 
cording to this DofQtrine, there is:no other 
Church, nor Interpreter of Scripture, | but 
ti:ac 
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that which lies "in every Man's giddy Braio. 
1 defire to: know therefore of every ſerious 
Conliderer of theſe things, whether the 
gear Work of our Salvation ought ra depend 
upon fuch a Sandy Foundation as this ? Did 
Chriſt ever ſay to. the Civil Magiſtrate 
(much lefs to the People) that be would be 
with thei to the End of the World ? Or, did 
he give. them the Power to forgeve Sins? 
Sr. Paul tells the Corinthians, Te are God's 
Hucbandry, ye art God's Building ; we are La- 
bourers with God. This ſhews who are the 
Labourers, and who are the Hwbendry and 
Building : And in this whole Chapter, and 
in the preceeding one, St. Paul takes great 
pains to ſer forth that they, the Clergy, 
have the Spirit of God, without which no Manu 
ſearcheth the deep things of God ; and hecon- 
cludeth the Chapter with this Verſe, For who 
hath known the Mind of the Lord, that he may 
inſtrat him? But we have the Mind of Chriſt. 
Now if we do but conlider ia humane Pro- 
bability and Reaſon, the Powers Chritt leaves 
to his Churchn the Goſpel, and St. Paul ex- 
plains ſo diſtinQly afterwards, we cannot 
think that our Saviour {aid all theſe things to 
no- purpoſe: And pray conſider on the other 
fide, that thoſe who reſiſt the Truth, and 
will not ſubmit to his Church, draw their 
Arguments fromImplications, and mag roots 
nter- 
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deny plain and poſitive Words ; which is

| | PON Thurſday the Fifth of February, 
1685. berween ſeven and eight a Clock 
in the Evening, I was ſent for in hafteto the 
Queen's Back-ſtairs at Whitehall, anddefired 
to bring with me all things neceflary for: 4 
dying Perſon. Accordingly I came, and was 
order'd not to ſtir from thence till farther no- 
tice; being thus obliged to wait, and not 
having had time to bring along with me the

Catholick, Church ; That he was moſt hear- 
tily ſorry for alt che Sins of his Life paſt, and 
particularly for that he had deferred his Re- 
conciliation ſo long ; That through the Me- 
rits of Chriſt's Paſſron he hoped for Salvation; 
That he was in Charity with all the Workd ; 
'Fhat with all his Heart he pardon'd his Ene- 
mies, and defired Pardon of all thoſe whom 
he had any wiſe offended; and that if ir 
pleaſed God to fpare' him longer Life, he 
would amend it, deteſting all Sin. © 

I then advertis'd his Majeſty of the Benefit 
and Neceffity of the Sacrament of Penance ;

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and his Sacramencal Penanoe admitted, I gave

Afrer ſometime thus ſpent, El axked his 
Majeſty, if he did not alſo defire to have: the 
other Sacraments of the Holy Churchiadmis» 
piftred unto him? He 'd, By all means, 
I defire ro be: Partaker (of all the 
Succours neceſſary and expedient for a Catho- 
lick Chriſtian in my Condition. -kadded, 
And doth not your Majeſty allo defire- 46 re+ 
ceive the precious Body and 'Blood of 'our dear 
Saviour Jeſus'Chriſt in 4ew molt Holy Sacra- 
meat of the Eucharift? His Anſwer wasithis, 
If I am worthy, pray fail not to let me have 
it. I then-told him, it would'/be broughtto 
him very ſpeedily, and defired-his Majeſty,
